Lucas County Makes the Headlines 


What’s this about Lucas County? 
This is the question being asked by 
many people as they read news items 
and see pictures of a bookmobile 
equipped for service in Lucas County. 

The ‘‘story behind the headlines’’ is 
this. Demonstration of rural library 
service has been started by WPA. Two 
bookmobiles and more than 3,00 books 
have been provided by WPA funds for 
this purpose. 

When it came to a matter of deciding 
where the first demonstration should 
take place, two considerations were 
kept in mind, first, the need of library 
servicé, and second, the right kind of 
leadership and cooperation on the part 
of librarian and library board. 

Lucas County filled both conditions. 
The need for adequate book service is 
undisputed, with one public library in 
a county of 15,114. Winnifred Wenner- 
strum, Chariton librarian, had demon- 
strated her ability in organizing forces 
for better library support. Recruited 
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at a late hour during the last legisla. 
tive session, she-performed heroie sery- 
ice for the cause of better rural library 
service. 

In November a library board meeting 
was held in Chariton. The county su. 
perintendent of schools, county board 
of supervisors, and other interested 
people were present. Florence Noble, 
state supervisor of the WPA lib 
project, and Blanche Smith, librarian 
of the State Traveling Library, sug- 
gested that the first demonstration be 
carried on in Lucas County, the com- 
munity providing a room for headquar- 
ters and funds for financing the ex- 
penses of the bookmobile. After care- 
ful consideration these conditions were 
accepted and plans went forward. 

At an organization dinner on Decem- 
ber 11, attended by 71 people from all 
over the county, the Citizens’ Library 
Committee was organized and officers 
elected: Chester Shirer, Russell, presi- 
dent; Abe Hass, Chariton, vice chair- 
man; and Mrs. Leland Brownlee, Chari- 
ton, secretary-treasurer. Florence Noble, 
at her request, was released from her 
position of state supervisor to take 
charge of the Lucas County project. 
When the bookmobile arrived early in 
February, it was taken to Ames where 
it was on display during Farm and 
Home Week. Much interest was aroused 
in this way and people from many other 
counties went home resolving to do 
what they could to bring such service 
to their own communities. 

On Saturday, February 15, at a 
luncheon meeting, the Lucas County 
Project was officially launched. Routes 
have been laid out and book distribu 
tion to the people is now a reality al- 
though somewhat handicapped by road 
conditions which make it necessary t0 
stay on paved highways. 

The success of the project is being 
watched with deep interest by 
Iowans who have at heart the equaliz 
ing of library service between rural and 
urban communities.

The Library—1940 


A Statement of Policy Adopted by the 
Council of the American Library Association, 
December 29, 1939 


The social and intellectual unrest 
growing out of the present world situ- 
ation may lead to confusion and hope- 
lessness; or it may lead to something 
of a renaissance of critical inquiry and 
constructive thinking. Whether the 
result will be the one or the other will 
depend in no small measure on the abil- 
ity of libraries and other agencies of 
enlightenment to supply the facets and 
materials needed by people for answer- 
ing their questions. 

Democracy may or may not be at 
stake, but it cannot now be taken for 
granted. An unusual opportunity ex- 
ists to increase understanding of what 
democracy is in its political, economic, 
and cultural aspects, and how it can 
be perfected. Because some knowledge 
of the governmental systems with which 
it is or may be in competition is essen- 
tial to such understanding, reading 
should be encouraged and facilitated 
not only on democracy, but on other 
ideologies. Propaganda should not so 
much be feared and avoided as con- 
fronted with evidence and informed in- 
terpretation. 

The essential internationalism of in- 
tellectual materials should lead every 
librarian and library trustee to assist 
in maintaining respect for the cultural 
achievements of all peoples, and to ad- 
voeate continuing cultural relations 
with all nations, in spite of difficulties. 

The war, the peace to follow, disarm- 
ament, the many proposals for conti- 
nental or world union, our own govern- 
mental policies—these and scores of 
other war-time subjects need public con- 
sideration and diseussion in the light of 
factual materials which libraries can 
best provide. So also do our domestic 
problems, the prompt solution of which 
may perhaps assure the continuation of 
democracy. 

The present situation calls for a posi- 
tive program of stimulation and leader- 
ship. Libraries have an opportunity 
to make possible the reading of thought- 
provoking books on socially significant 
questions; they have an obligation to 
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make it difficult for people to escape 
the influence of such books. Librarians 
do not tell people what to think; they 
do give their readers, in books, the 
facts and ideas which are the food of 
thought. A generous provision of books 
and services on all aspects of current 
problems and their historical anteced- 
ents is the first obligation of the library 
in times like these. 

The library cannot work alone, but 
must work with all other agencies con- 
cerned with education and the diffusion 
of ideas. Schools, colleges, debating 
clubs, forums, organized groups of 
many kinds—all will need to an unusual 
degree the materials and services of the 
library in fields related to society’s 
present problems. The library must 
not fail them. 

A vigorous emphasis on issues which 
are of importance to citizens can be 
used to strengthen the library’s grip 
on its long-time objectives. Reading 
and study may be vitalized by being 
related to events and ideas which are 
stirring men’s minds at the moment; 
the diffusion of knowledge was never 
more important to the welfare of man- 
kind. 

When, as now, it becomes necessary 
to mobilize all educational and cultural 
resources for the preservation and im- 
provement of democracy in America, 
it must be deplored that millions of 
Americans do not have library service. 
Until such service is everywhere avail- 
able, a first objective of the American 
Library Association must be the exten- 
sion and betterment of libraries with 
local, state, or provincial, and national 
support. 

Intellectual freedom is never perma- 
nently assured. It is especially endan- 
gered by war. The right of the citizen 
to find in his library the best material 
on all sides of controversial public 
questions must be protected at any cost.

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Small Libraries 

(The following letter written to Oregon 
librarians is so applicable to the Iowa situ- 
ation that we are printing it with permission 
of the writer, Harriet C. Long, Librarian of 
the Oregon State Library.) 

I find myself perplexed when some- 
one in a community writes me that 
they (usually a group of women) are 
interested in starting a library, and 
how shall they proceed? The matter is 
a delicate one. We all know today that 
the small community does not have the 
resources to carry on a library, for a 
library is much more than a collection 
of donated books (usually given be- 
cause the owner can find no further use 
for them) presided over by a volunteer 
corps of librarians. A library must be 
a constantly growing collection in 
which the best of the new appears with 
the best of the old, in which children 
are exposed to the many fine children’s 
bouks, where men and women may find 
the best books on all subjects, and 
where the librarian, eager, ready to 
serve, is trained in the skill of the book, 
and knows not only how to buy books, 
but how to get them into the hands of 
people. Service such as this costs 
money, and we know that the small 
community standing alone can never 
afford it. 

The solution lies in cooperation in 
large unit libraries, county and region- 
al, in which the smaller communities 
join with the open country and the 
larger cities in carrying on service. As 
quoted in my letter of November 1, the 
American Library Association Board on 
Salaries, Staff, and Tenure, which has 
spent much time and effort studying 
efficient library service, says that com- 
munities of less than ten thousand peo- 
ple need a budget of more than $1.50 
per capita to do a good job, unless they 
cooperate in a county or regional li- 
brary. I quote again: ‘‘This is decid- 
edly so in cities and in towns of less 
than 5,000.’’ With this bald statement 
before us, it does become perplexing to 
know how to proceed to help small 
communities. 

Our method in the past has been to 
give them help, and in so doing advise 
them from the very first that they must 
work toward the time when they can 
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become a part of a larger system, and 
ean have the books and service which 
any up-to-date community needs. But 
we find that frequently the small be- 
ginning of the little library seems so 
wonderful to them, that later they are 
not interested in the county service, 
They fail to vision how much more 
effective they might be! It is not own- 
ership that counts—it is service! And 
instead of $150 worth of new books pur- 
chased each year and locally owned, 
the use of many times $150 worth of 
books owned by the county can mean 
much more to the people. Frequently 
jealousies between communities account 
for an unwillingness to unite in a 
larger service. These are the things 
which retard library progress and per- 
plex a state agency. 

In a recent report of a committee 
appointed to consider the activities of 
the American Library Association, at- 
tention is paid to the functions of state 
libraries: ‘‘At times, state agencies 
have made the mistake of encouraging 
the formation of separate libraries in 
small towns when they should have spent 
their energies in the building up of 
larger units.’’ 

There is a statement for you, as well 
as for me, to ponder over: Will you be 
open-minded and receptive to the idea 
of county, or even regional libraries, 
so that your library will profit by what 
all students of library development 
throughout the nation recommend, 80 
that a county library may come to your 
county? Or will you withhold your 
cooperation, be doubtful, and prefer 
your own limited resources instead of 
sharing in greater resources? Just as 
surely as consolidated schools, to which 
rural children are brought in school 
buses, are the modern and greatly im- 
proved version of the little red school- 
house, so the county, or regional li- 
brary, with a bookmobile to bring 
books to the small libraries as well as 
to the schools, and rural communities, 
is the modern version of the old inde- 
pendent, but severely limited local 
library. 

Let us turn our eyes toward a goal 
of great county and regional library 
development in this new decade! 
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Winnifred Wennerstrum’s Letter to 
Her Rural Extension 
Chairmen 


“To the IAbrarians of the 8th Farm 
Bureau District: 


I wish all of you might have been at 
Ames on February 14th. I believe Miss 
Baird, of Osceola, and I were the only 
ones from this district. To me a meet- 
ing of this kind means INSPIRATION. 
Sometimes I can hardly wait to get 
home to pass on to my board and the 
library patrons some of the informa- 
tion I have received or to try out some 
of the ideas I’ve gotten. 

The panel discussion between Mrs. 
Rossell, publicity director of the Amer- 
ican Library Association, Mr. Fox, edi- 
tor of Successful Farming and Mrs. 
Minor, Women’s Farm Bureau Chair- 
man for the 5th district, emphasized 
that there can be no equality of town 
and rural library service without FED- 
ERAL AND STATE AID. Write your 
United States Senator and Representa- 
tive and get rural people to write them 
to vote favorably on the Harrison- 
Thomas Bill. Senators and Representa- 
tives should know their constituents’ 
attitude on pending legislation. 

The after luncheon discussion contin- 
ued along the same lines—county and 
regional libraries, which will make 
more books available to a greater num- 
ber of people at less cost per book and 
per person. 

State aid is coming in Iowa along 
with county and regional libraries. 
Ohio has had five years of state aid. 
Five years ago there were five counties 
in Ohio without libraries, now there is 
only one. There they have a strong 
state library which administered the 
$100,000.00 annual state aid fund. Ohio 
now ranks 4th in library service, Iowa 
23rd. Ninety-seven per cent of the 
rural population in Iowa is without 
library service. 


Act as a leader in your county to 
create strong public opinion for state 
aid and regional and county libraries. 
We find here in Lucas County that 
there is a very live interest in rural 
library service and we are working to 
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organize that interest so that our state 
Senator and Representative will be con- 
scious of it. 

Use the pamphlet published by the 
American Library Association, ‘‘An 
equal chance—Books help make it.’’ 
The February American Library Asso- 
ciation Bulletin has two splendid ar- 
ticles, ‘‘Five Years of State Aid in 
Ohio’’ and ‘‘State Trustee Groups.’’ 
The American Library Association has 
published a four-page leaflet, ‘‘ The book 
automobile—how your Farm Bureau 
can secure one for your county.’’ The 
Farm Journal and Farmer’s Wife, Jan- 
uary, 1940, has an excellent article, 
**Who’ll start the Library?’’ You can 
doubtless borrow this from a rural 
friend. And, too, write and urge others 
to write, to their congressmen in Wash- 
ington for Farmer’s Bulletin No. 1847, 
entitled ‘‘Rural library service.’’ The 
more who write the more conscious will 
your congressmen be of their interest.’’

DIRECTORS—POWERS AND DUTIES 
Ch. 213—See. 4238 
Sec. 4238. Insurance — supplies — 
textbooks. It may provide and pay 
out of the general fund to insure school 
property such sum as may be necessary, 
and may purchase dictionaries, library 
books, including books for the purpose 
of teaching vocal music, maps, charts, 
and apparatus for the use of the schools 
thereof to an amount not exceeding two 
hundred dollars in any one year for 
each school building under its charge; 
and may furnish school books to indi- 
gent children when they are likely to be 
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deprived of the proper benefits of the 
school unless so aided. 
COMMON SCHOOL LIBRARIES 

Ch. 221—Sece. 4322-4328 

See. 4322. Library fund. The audi- 
tor of each county in this state shall 
withhold annually from the money re- 
ceived from the apportionment for the 
several school districts, fifteen cents 
for each person of school age residing 
in each school corporation, as shown by 
the annual report of the secretary, for 
the purchase of books, as hereinafter 
provided. 


Sec. 4323. Purchase of books — dis- 
tribution. Between the first Monday of 
July and the first day of October in 
each year, the county board of educa- 
tion shall expend all money withheld 
by the auditor, as provided in section 
4322, in the purchase of books for the 
use of the school district, and shall dis- 
tribute the books thus selected to the 
librarians among the several school dis- 
tricts in the proportion that the num- 
ber of persons of school age living in 
the school district bears to the number 
of such persons living in the county. 
Directors of said school district shall 
upon approval by the county superin- 
tendent be permitted to make tempo- 
rary and permanent exchanges of books 
between such school districts. 


See. 4324. Lists of books. The state 
board of educational examiners shall 
prepare annually lists of books suitable 
for use in school district libraries, and 
furnish copies of such lists to each 
county superintendent and to each 
member of each county board of edu- 
cation. 


See. 4325. Record of books. It shall 
be the duty of each secretary to keep 
in a record book, furnished by the 
board of directors, a complete record 
of the books purchased and distributed 
by him. 

See. 4326. Librarian. Unless the 
board of directors shall elect some 
other person, the secretary in inde- 
pendent districts and director in sub- 
districts in school townships shall act 
as librarian and shall receive and have 
the care and custody of the books, and 
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shall loan them to teachers, pupils, and 
other residents of the district, in accord- 
ance with the rules and regulations 
prescribed by the state board of educa- 
tional examiners and board of directors. 
Each librarian shall keep a complete 
record of the books in a record book 
furnished by the board of directors. 


See. 4327. Custody of library. Dur- 
ing the periods that the school is in 
session the library shall be placed in 
the school house and the teacher shall 
be responsible to the district for its 
proper care and protection. 


See. 4328. Board to supervise. The 
board of directors shall have supervi- 
sion of all books and shall make an 
equitable distribution thereof among 
the schools of the corporation. 


Ch. 227. See. 4391—Contract for use 
of library. 


Sec. 4391. Contract for use of li- 
brary. The board of directors of any 
school corporation in which there is no 
free public library may contract with 
any free public library for the free use 
of such library by the residents of such 
school district, and pay such library the 
amount agreed therefor as provided by 
law. During the existence of such con- 
tract, the board shall certify annually 
a tax sufficient to pay such library the 
consideration agreed upon, not exceed- 
ing one-fourth mill on the dollar of the 
taxable property of such district. Dur- 
ing the existence of such contract, the 
school corporation shall be relieved 
from the requirement that the school 
treasurer withhold funds for library 
purposes. This section shall not apply 
in townships where a contract for other 
library facilities is in existence.

Sec. 4541.01. State libraries. His- 
torical and archives department. There 
is established: 

1. The Iowa state traveling library. 

2. The Iowa state department of his- 
tory and archives. 

3. The Iowa state law library. 

4. The Iowa state medical library. 


See. 4541.02. Board of trustees. The 
Iowa state traveling library, the Iowa 


state department of history and ar. 
chives, the Iowa state law library, and 
the Iowa state medical library shall be 
under the control of a board of trustees 
consisting of the governor, a member 
of the supreme court to be designated 
from time to time by the court, and the 
superiptendent of public instruction. 


Sec. 4541.03. Powers and duties of 
the board. The board of trustees shall: 

1. Make and enforce rules for the 
keeping of the records and for the 
management and care of the property 
of the Iowa state traveling library, the 
Iowa state department of history and 
archives, the Iowa state law library, 
and the Iowa state medical library. 

2. Appoint a qualified curator of the 
Iowa state department of history and 
archives whose regular term of office 
shall be for six years and who may be 
removed only for cause* by a two- 
thirds vote of the board of trustees. 
Such appointment shall be made solely 
upon merit and with no consideration 
given to the political affiliations of the 
person appointed. 

3. Appoint a state law librarian who 
shall be a graduate of an approved law 
school and who shall have special com- 
petence in the organization and admin- 
istration of a law library and training 
in the science of bill drafting. Such 
appointment shall be made for a term 
of six years and the state law librarian 
shall be removed only for cause by a 
two-thirds vote of the board of trustees. 
Such appointment shall be made solely 
upon merit and with no consideration 
given to the political affiliations of the 
person appointed. 

4. Appoint a librarian of the state 
traveling library who shall be a grad- 
uate of an accredited library school or 
an experienced librarian who has had 
ten years of successful library admin 
istration, and who shall be appointed 
for a term of six years and who shall be 
removed only for cause by a two-thirds 
vote of the board of trustees. Such 
appointment shall be made solely upon 
merit and with no consideration given 
to the political affiliations of the person 
appointed. 


*“Causes” in enrolled act. 
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5. Appoint a state medical librarian, 
who shall be a graduate of a recognized 
school of medicine and who shall have 
special competence in the organization 
and administration of a medical library. 
Such appointment shall be made for a 
term of six years and the state medical 
librarian shall be removed. only for 
eause upon a two-thirds vote of the 
board of trustees. Such appointment 
shall be made solely upon merit and 
with no consideration given to the po- 
litical affiliations of the person ap- 
pointed. 

6. Appoint, after consultation with 
the curator, the librarian of the state 
traveling library, the state law libra- 
rian, and the state medical librarian, 
such qualified assistants as the board 
may deem necessary to carry on the 
work of the department of history and 
archives, the state traveling library, the 
state law library, and the state medical 
library. 

7. Meet at least three times during 
the year at the call of the chairman of 
the board of trustees, who shall be 
elected from among their own number. 

8. Have control of the historical 
building and assign space therein to be 
occupied by the department of history 
and archives, the Iowa state traveling 
library, and the Iowa state medical li- 
brary. 

9. Adopt rules providing for the 
loaning of books in the Iowa state law 
library, the Iowa state traveling library, 
and the Iowa state medical library. 

10. Adopt reasonable rules providing 
penalties for injuring, defacing, de- 
stroying, or losing books in the Iowa 
state law library, the Iowa state trav- 
eling library, and the Iowa state medi- 
eal library. All fines, penalties, and 
forfeitures imposed by the rules of the 
board for any violation may be recov- 
ered in an action in the name of the 
state and applied to the use of the li- 
braries, under the direction of the 
board. 

11. It may develop and adopt plans 
to provide more adequate library serv- 
ice for all residents of the state. 

12. Operate traveling libraries and 
circulate books under their control or 
subsequently acquired within the state 
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to libraries, schools, colleges, universi- 
ties, library associations, farmers insti- 
tutes, granges, study clubs, charitable 
and penal institutions, and individuals, 
free of cost except for transportation. 
13. Report in writing to the governor 
semi-annually all matters pertaining to 
the Iowa state law library, the Iowa 
state traveling library, the Iowa state 
department of history and archives, 
and the Iowa state medical library. 


Sec. 4541.04. Acceptance and use of 
money grants. The board of trustees is 
hereby authorized and empowered to 
receive, accept, and administer any 
money or moneys appropriated or 
granted to it, separate and apart from 
the general library fund, for providing 
and equalizing public library service in 
Iowa: 

1. By the federal government, and 

2. By any other agencies, private 
and/or otherwise. 

The fund herein provided for shall 
be administered by the board of trus- 
tees, which body shall frame by-laws, 
rules, and regulations for allocation 
and administration of this fund. 

The fund shall be used to increase, 
improve, stimulate, and equalize library 
service to the people of the whole state, 
and for adult education and shall be 
allocated among the cities, counties, 
and regions of the state, taking into 
consideration local needs, area and 
population to be served, local interest 
as evidenced by local appropriations, 
and such other facts as may affect the 
state program of library service. 

Any gift or grant from the federal 
government or other sources shall be- 
come a part of said fund, to be used as 
part of the state fund, or may be in- 
vested in such securities in which the 
state sinking fund may be invested as 
in the discretion of the board of trus- 
tees may be deemed advisable, the in- 
come to be used for the promotion of 
libraries aforesaid.** 


See. 4541.14. Duties of the librarian 
of the state traveling library. The li-

brarian of the state traveling library 
shall: 

1. Give advice and counsel to all free 
and other public libraries, and all com- 
munities which may propose to estab- 
lish them, as to the best means of estab- 
lishing and maintaining such libraries. 

2. Act under the direction of the 
board of trustees in supervising the 
work. 

3. Report in writing to the board 
semi-annually, or oftener if required, 
all matters pertaining to the state trav- 
eling library. 

4. Obtain from all free public libra- 
ries reports showing the condition, 
growth, development, and manner of 
conducting such libraries and shall fur- 
nish annually to the superintendent of 
printing such information for publica- 
tion in the Iowa official register as may 
be deemed of public interest. 


See. 4541.15. Public libraries not af- 
fected. Nothing contained in this chap- 
ter shall be construed as repealing or 
superseding chapter 299, or any section 
of said chapter. 


GIFTS AND DONATIONS 


Ch. 283—See. 5559 

See. 5559. Gifts and donations. Civil 
townships are hereby authorized and 
empowered to receive by gift, devise, 
or bequest, money or property for the 
purpose of establishing and maintain- 
ing libraries, township halls, cemeteries, 
or for any other public purpose. All 
such gifts, devises, or bequests shall be 
effectual only when accepted by reso- 
lution of the board of trustees of such 
township. 


PUBLIC LIBRARIES 


Ch. 299—See. 5849-5866 

See. 5849. Formation—maintenance. 
Cities and towns may provide for the 
formation and maintenance of free pub- 
lice libraries open to the use of all in- 
habitants under proper regulations, and 
may purchase, erect, or rent buildings 
or rooms suitable for this purpose and 
provide for the compensation of neces- 
sary employees. 

See. 5850. Donations. They may re- 


ceive, hold, and dispose of all gifts, do- 
nations, devises, and bequests that may 


be made to them for the purpose of 
establishing, increasing, or improving 
any library; and when the conditions 
thereof have been accepted by the eity, 
their performance may be enforced by 
the library board by an action of man. 
damus against the council or by other 
proper action. The council may apply 
the profits accruing therefrom to best 
promote the prosperity and utility of 
the library. 


See. 5851. Library trustees. In any 
city or town in which a free library 
has been established, there shall be a 
board of library trustees, consisting of 
five, seven, or nine members, to be ap- 
pointed by the mayor, by and with ap- 
proval of the city council, which shall 
also establish by ordinance the number 
to be appointed. 


See. 5852. Term of office. Of said 


trustees so appointed on boards to con- — 


sist of nine members, three shall hold 
office for two years, three for four 
years, and three for six years; on 
boards to consist of seven members, two 
shall hold office for two years, two for 
four years, and three for six years; and 
on boards to consist of five members, 
one shall hold office for two years, two 
for four years and two for six years, 
from the first day of July following 
their appointment in each case, and at 
their first meeting they shall cast lots 
for their respective terms, reporting 
the result of such lot to the couneil. 
All subsequent appointments, whatever 
the size of the board, shall be for terms 
of six years each, except to fill vacan- 
cies. 


Sec. 5853. Qualifications. Bona fide 
citizens and residents of the city or 
town, male or female over the age of 
twenty-one years, are alone eligible to 
membership. 


See. 5854. Vacancies. Vacancies im 
the board shall be filled by appointment 
by the mayor, by and with approval of 
the city council, such appointees to fill 
out the unexpired term for which the 
appointment is made. 


See. 5855. ‘‘Vacancy’’ defined. The 
removal of any trustee permanently 
from the city, or his absence from six 
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consecutive regular meetings of the 
board, except in case of sickness or tem- 
porary absence from the city, without 
due explanation of absence, shall ren- 
der his office as trustee vacant. 


Sec. 5856. Compensation. Members 
of said board shall receive no compen- 
sation for their services. 

See. 5857. Joint libraries. In cities 
and incorporated towns where a college 
or university is located, it shall be law- 
ful for the city or town and such insti- 
tution of learning to jointly establish 
and maintain a public library for their 
mutual benefit upon such terms and 
conditions as regards maintenance, con- 
trol, appointment of library trustees, 
and other incidents of joint control as 
may in any lawful manner be mutually 
agreed upon between them; but no city 
or town may undertake to contribute 
toward the maintenance more than the 
amount produced by a rate of taxation 
therefor allowed by law, and no person 
shall be appointed or confirmed as li- 
brary trustee other than such having 
the qualifications required by law. 


See. 5858. Powers. Said board of 
library trustees shall have and exercise 
the following powers: 

1. To meet and organize by the elec- 
tion of one of their number as president 
of the board and by the election of a 
secretary and such other officers as the 
board may deem necessary. 

2. To have charge, control, and su- 
pervision of the public library, its ap- 
purtenances and fixtures, and rooms 
containing the same, directing and con- 
trolling all the affairs of such library. 

3. To employ a librarian, such assist- 
ants and employees as may be necessary 
for the proper management of said 
library, and fix their compensation; 
but, prior to such employment, the com- 
pensation of such librarian, assistants, 
and. employees shall be fixed for the 
term of employment by a majority of 
the members of said board voting in 
favor thereof. 

4. To remove such librarian, assist- 
ants, or employees by a vote of two- 
thirds of such board for misdemeanor, 
incompetency, or inattention to the 
duties of such employment. 


5. To select and make purchases of 
books, pamphlets, magazines, periodi- 
cals, papers, maps, journals, furniture, 
fixtures, stationery, and supplies for 
such library. 

6. To authorize the use of such li- 
braries by nonresidents of such cities 
and towns and to fix charges therefor. 

7. To make and adopt, amend, mod- 
ify, or repeal by-laws, rules, regula- 
tions, not inconsistent with law, for the 
care, use, government, and management 
of such library and the business of said 
board, fixing and enforcing penalties 
for the violation thereof. 

8. To have exclusive control of the 
expenditures of all taxes levied for li- 
brary purposes as provided by law, and 
of the expenditure of all moneys avail- 
able by gift or otherwise for the erec- 
tion of library buildings, and of all 
other moneys belonging to the library 
fund, including fines and rentals col- 
lected under the rules of the board of 
trustees. 

Said board shall keep a record of its 
proceedings. 


See. 5859. Power to contract. Con- 
tracts may be made between the board 
of trustees of any free public library 
and any city, town, school corporation, 
township, or county for its use by their 
respective residents. Townships and 
counties may enter into such contracts, 
but may only contract for the residents 
outside of cities and towns. Such con- 
tract by a county shall supersede all 
contracts between the library trustees 
and townships or school corporations 
outside of cities and towns. 


Sec. 5860. Method of use. Such use 
shall be accomplished by one or more 
of the following methods in whole or 
in part: 

1. By lending the books of such li- 
brary to such residents on the same 
terms and conditions as to residents of 
the city or town in which said library 
is situated. 

2. By the establishment of depositor- 
ies of books of such library to be loaned 
to such residents at stated times and 
places. 

3. By the transportation of books of 
such library by wagon or other convey- 
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ance for lending the same to such resi- 
dents at stated times and places. 

4. By the establishment of branch 
libraries for lending books to such resi- 
dents. 


Sec. 5861. Rate of tax. Such con- 
tracts shall provide for the rate of tax 
to be levied during the period thereof, 
and shall remain in force until termi- 
nated by a majority vote of the electors 
of such school corporation, civil town- 
ship, county, city, or town voting on the 
proposition at such election. 


See. 5862. Township tax. The board 
of trustees of any township which has 
entered into such contract shall at the 
April meeting levy a tax not exceeding 
one-fourth mill on the dollar on all tax- 
able property in the township to create 
a fund to fulfill its obligation under the 
eontract. 


See. 5863. County tax. The board 
of supervisors, after it makes such con- 
tract, shall levy annually on the tax- 
able property of the county outside of 
cities and towns, a tax of not more than 
one-fourth mill to create a fund to ful- 
fill its obligation under the contract. 

See. 5864. Uniting with historical 
associations. Whenever a local county 
historical association shall be formed in 
any county having a free public library, 
the trustees of such library are hereby 
authorized to unite with such historical 
association and to set apart the neces- 
sary room and to care for such articles 
as may come into the possession of said 
association; said trustees are also au- 
thorized to purchase necessary recep- 
tacles and materials for the preserva- 
tion and protection of such articles as 
are in their judgment of a historical 
and educational nature and pay for the 
same out of the library fund. 


See. 5865. Fund — treasurer. All 
moneys received and set apart for the 
maintenance of such library shall be 
deposited in the treasury of such city 
or town to the credit of the library 
fund, and shall be kept by the treasurer 
separate and apart from all other 
moneys, and paid out upon the orders 
of the board of trustees, signed by its 
president and secretary. 


Provided that in any ,city or ineor- 
porated town where a free publie ]i- 
brary is maintained jointly by the city 
or town and an institution of learni 
for the support and maintenance of 
which both the city and the institution 
of learning contribute, the library trus- 
tees may elect a library treasurer 
therefor, and it shall be the duty of the 
city treasurer to pay over to said li 
brary treasurer any and all library 
taxes that may be collected by him 
monthly. 


See. 5866. Report. The board of 
trustees shall, immediately after the 
close of each municipal fiscal year, 
make to the council a report containing 
a statement of the condition of the li- 
brary, the number of books added 
thereto, the number circulated, the 
number not returned or lost, the amount 
of fines collected, and the amount of 
money expended in the maintenance 
thereof during such year, together with 
such further information as it may 
deem important. 


Ch. 316—Sec. 6197 

See. 6197. Libraries. In any city or 
town in which a free library has been 
established, the board of library trus- 
tees may condemn real estate in the 
name of the city or town for the loca 
tion of library buildings and braneh 
libraries, and for the purpose of en- 
larging the grounds thereof. 


TAXATION 
Ch. 317—See. 6211 (19), (20), (21) 
See. 6211. Taxes for particular pur- 
poses. Any city or town shall have 
power to levy annually the following 
special taxes: 


19. Library fund. When a free pub- 
lie library has been established, not ex- 
ceeding one and one-fourth mills, which 
shall be used only for its maintenance. 
Provided that said maintenance levy 
may be not to exceed two and one- 
mills in any city of more than ten thou- 
sand population and less than seventy- 
five thousand population and having 
situated therein a state-owned educa- 
tional institution with a regular attend- 
ance of more than three thousand stv 
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dents, and also a state commission regu- 
larly employing more than one hundred 
heads of families. The rate of levy for 
this and the fund created by the fol- 
lowing subsection shall be determined 
and certified to the council by the 
board of library trustees before the first 
day of August in each year. The coun- 
cil shall make such levies accordingly. 
Any moneys appropriated to the library 
fund and not expended during the fiscal 
year shall remain part of the library 
fund for the ensuing year, without re- 
appropriation, and will be available for 
expenditure by the board of library 
trustees. 
Referred to in Paragraph 6856. 


20. Library building fund. When the 
establishment of a public library has 
been authorized, not exceeding three- 
fourths mill, which shall be used only 
to purchase real estate and to erect 
thereon a building or buildings for a 
public library or to pay the interest on 
any indebtedness incurred for that pur- 
pose and to create a sinking fund for 
the extinguishment of such indebted- 
ness. Provided the levy for said pur- 
poses may be not to exceed one and 
one-half mills in any city of more than 
ten thousand population and less than 
seventy-five thousand population, and 
having situated therein a state-owned 
educational institution with a regular 
attendance of more than three thousand 
students, and also a state commission 
regularly employing more than one 
hundred heads of families. When a li- 
brary building has been fully completed 
and paid for, no further levy shall be 
made for that purpose, but may be 
made for the purpose of providing 
funds for improvements and repairs 
and to pay rental for space leased by 
the board of library trustees or the es- 
tablishment and operation of branch 
libraries and stations in districts where 
no branch library buildings have been 
acquired or erected by said municipal- 
ity. Any balance remaining in the 
building fund may be transferred to the 
maintenance fund. 

Referred to in Paragraph 6856. 


21. Library contract fund. When a 
public library has not been established, 
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not exceeding one-fourth mill, which 
shall be used only to secure for the in- 
habitants of the city or town the free 
use of a public library. When a ma- 
jority of the resident taxpayers peti- 
tion the council in writing to secure 
such privilege, the council shall offer to 
contract therefor with the designated 
library. 

ERECTION OF LIBRARY BUILDING 

Ch. 319—See. 6239 (6) 

See. 6239. Purposes. Cities and 
towns when authorized to acquire the 
following named public utilities and 
other improvements may incur indebt- 
edness for the purpose of: 

6. Erecting a building or buildings 
for a public library. 

LIBRARY TRUSTEES 

Ch. 326—See. 6572-6573 

See. 6572. Library trustees. The 
board of library trustees in all cities 
organized under the commission form 
of government shall consist of five 
members (except in cities which have 
heretofore maintained a library under 
lease or contract fixing a different num- 
ber of trustees) and said board shall 
have and exercise all the powers pos- 
sessed by library boards in cities not 
organized and acting under this chap- 
ter. 


See. 6573. How selected—terms. The 
said board of five trustees shall be se- 
lected as follows: At the first meeting 
of the council, or as soon as practicable 
thereafter, the mayor shall appoint, by 
and with the approval of the council, 
five library trustees, one to serve for 
a period of five years, one for four 
years, one for three years, one for two 
years, and one for one year, and until 
their successors are elected and qualify. 
Upon the election of said five trustees 
the term of the existing board of nine 
trustees heretofore acting under the 
general law shall cease. Annually 
thereafter there shall be elected in like 
manner one trustee to serve for five 
years and to take the place of the trus- 
tee whose term first expires. 


LIBRARY BOARD 
Ch. 328—See. 6629-6630, 6651-6652 
Sec. 6629. Termination of minor po- 








sitions. Except the members of the 
library board, whose terms of office 
shall continue as now provided by law, 
the terms of office of all other officers, 
including park commissioners and 
waterworks trustees, whether elected or 
appointed, and of all employees of such 
city or incorporated town, shall be sub- 
ject to the action of the council or 
manager. 


See. 6630. Tenure by council. Ex- 
cept the members of the library board, 
the council shall have power to deter- 
mine the tenure of office of any officer 
or the term of employment of any em- 
ployee that it is authorized to appoint 
or employ, and to declare any such 
office vacant, or to discharge any such 
employee with or without cause, as it 
may deem advisable. 


See. 6651. Appointments by council. 
The council shall, at the first meeting 
after its members are elected, appoint 
a clerk, and at such meeting, or as soon 
thereafter as practicable, appoint a po- 
lice judge or magistrate, a solicitor, an 
assessor, and the members of the library 
board, as the terms of office of the 
members of said board shall expire. It 
may also appoint a corporation counsel, 
and assistant solicitors, if deemed ad- 
visable. 

See. 6652. Powers. All officers so 
appointed by the council shall have and 
exercise all powers conferred upon such 
officers by the laws governing cities 
and towns organized under the general 
laws of the state, and their compensa- 
tion shall be fixed and paid, and they 
shall perform the duties of their respec- 
tive offices, as required by such laws. . . 


SPECIAL CHARTER CITIES, LIBRARIES 
Ch. 329—See. 6764, 6856 (6) 
Sec. 6764. Public libraries. The law 
relative to public libraries in cities or- 


ganized under the general law shall 
apply to special charter cities. 


See. 6856. Special levies. They shall 
have power to levy annually the follow- 
ing taxes for special purposes: 

6. Library tar. In cities which have 
established, or may establish a free pub- 
lie library, a tax as provided in section 
6211, subsections 19 and 20. 


EXEMPTION FROM TAX 
Ch, 330—Sec. 6944 (8) 
Sec. 6944. Exemptions. The follow- 
ing classes of property shall not be 


taxed : 

8. Libraries and art galleries. All 
grounds and buildings used for public 
libraries, public art galleries, and libra- 
ries and art galleries owned and kept 
by private individuals, associations, or 
corporations, for public use and not for 
private profit. 

EXEMPTION FROM INHERITANCE TAX 

Ch. 351—See. 7308 (3) 

See. 7308. Exemptions. The tax im- 
posed by this chapter shall not be eol- 
lected : 

3. When the property passes to pub- 
lie libraries or public art galleries with- 
in this state, open to the use of the pub- 
lie and not operated for gain, or to hos- 
pitals within this state, or to trustees 
for such uses within this state, or to 
municipal corporations for purely pub- 
lie purposes. 

PENALTY FOR INJURY TO PROPERTY 

Ch. 582—See. 13095. 

See. 13095. Injury to public library 
books or property. Any person who 
shall wilfully, maliciously, or wantonly 
tear, deface, mutilate, injure, or de- 
stroy, in whole or in part, any news- 
paper, periodical, book, map, pamphlet, 
chart, picture, or other property belong- 
ing to any public library or reading 
room shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and shall be fined not more 
than one hundred dollars, or imprisoned 
not more than thirty days. 


New Postal Rates 

There is some misunderstanding 
about the new postal rates on books. 
The new rate, a flat 114 cents a pound, 
is cheaper on small packages and on 
large packages sent outside the state. 
For any package weighing more than 
3 pounds sent within the state, the old 
rate of 3 cents the first pound and 1 
cent for each additional pound, is 
cheaper. 

Magazines and books should be sent 
separately, unless they are sent as par- 
cel post. 

Magazines are 
They cannot be sent as books. 


second class mail. 
When 
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wrapped with books they should re- 
quire a higher rate. If you send them 
at book rate, you are not playing fair 
with Uncle Sam. 


On the Dedication of the Public Library 
and Community Building, 
Dexter, Iowa, July 16, 1939 


The luxuries of one generation be- 
come the necessities of the next. 

There is no need to list the names of 
great men whose lives have been in- 
fluenced by books. Whether our com- 
munity ever produces a genius or not, 
matters little; we do know that people 
who make a habit of reading make good 
citizens. The public library has long 
since joined hands with the church and 
the school as one of the three most 
vital institutions which dominate com- 
munity life. 

On January 28, 1930 a temporary 
committee composed of delegates from 
four of the town’s clubs convened to 
make the dream of a public library a 
reality. Unreserved praise is due the 
godmother and godfather of the 
project; to Mrs. Perey, the first and 
only president of the board for her un- 
tiring effort and steady vision; and to 
Mr. Perey whose office housed the 
original purchases, gifts, and traveling 
library books until 1934 at which time 
the books were transferred to the city 
hall; and to all the members of the 
board who have at any time served 
under Mrs. Perey’s supervision. In 
1936 the institution became a full- 
fledged publie library by the adoption 
of tax support. And on June 28, 1939 
all of the pseudo-fears, worries, and 
hard work faded into thin air when we 
moved into our handsome new building. 
“Great oaks from little acorns grow”’ 
and today the mere handful of books in 
a back room numbers over 2,500. 


Democracy is not yet dead in spite of 
international turmoil when 800 citizens 
of a little mid-west village may join 
hands with their government in erect- 
ing a building which will stand for 
decades as a monument to community 
spirit and high thinking.
